Preparation of this mammoth pe- 
tition for filing with the City Clerk 
tomorrow was completed yesterday 
afternoon in the office of E. B. Har- 
ris, No. 312 Bumiller Building, who 
has had charge of the work of se- 
curing signatures. Late in the aft- 
ernoon the immense bundle of pe- 
titiong for the ordinance, closely 
bound together, was placed in a 
safety vault for security until they 
are presented to the City Clerk. 

These petitions represent about 
ten days’ actua] work, although they 
were first put into circulation dur- 
ing the recent heavy storm. Because 
of inclement weather the work was 
stopped for a while, and then re- 
Mr. Harris states 
that in all. parts of the city he 
found interested property-owners 
and taxpayers who were glad to vol- 
unteer their services in obtaining 
signatures, and that each circulator 
used especial care to secure only 
such names as would qualify in the 
checking by the City Clerk. 

EXPECTS HIGH AVERAGE. 

He stated yesterday he is confident 
the petitions will check up 87 per 
cent. qualified voters, and that this 
will probably set a new record in the 
quality of names on initiative peti- 
tions.

WHAT CHURCHMEN SAY. 

“At a time when the world is 
suffering the indescribable horrors|” 
of war, and when the possibility of 
peace by negotiation is being urged 
by various governments, we desire 
to take our open stand with those 
‘who labor for the establishment of 
lasting peace upon the foundations 
of righteousness, believing that re- 
sponsibility for the welfare of hu- 
manity is inevadabie and universal. 


— 


“First, We are convinced that any 
adequate guarantee of lasting peace 
involves the establishment of a 
league of nations, with provision for 
the limitation of armament, and we 
believe that the agreement to estab- 
lish such a league of nations should 
accompany the offer or acceptance 
of any proposal for negotiation con- 
cerning the termination of the war. 

“Becond, we believe that the ap- 
proach to a just peace makes neces- 
Sary an ement that the adjust- 
ment of territory and compensa- 
tion be upon the basis of righteous- 
ness alone, with due regard for the 
rights of all nations, small and 
great, belligerent and neutral, and 
that all differences not otherwise 
adjustable should be referred for ar- 
bitration either to the Hague court 
or to some tribunal constituted for 
this particular purpose. 

“Third, we believe that any ade- 
quate programme of negotiation in 
tho interests of peace should fur- 
ther include the entire matter of 
relief, reconstruction and reconcil- 
lation in which the warring nations, 
the United States and other neutrals, 
shall engage for the common good. 

“While we sign this statement

“Eve Speaks,” by Louis Unter 
meyer, is also distinctive, very 
much so. It is one of the big pieces 
of verse of the past year; and Mr. 
Untermeyer has attained a poise, 
without losing a bit of the defiance. 
that was absent two or three years 
ago from his book of verse, “Chal- 
lenge.” Incidentally Mr. Untermeyer 
has a poem in the current number 
of Good Housekeeping that also 
shows a quality that was beyond 
him a few years ago. 

Mere beauty, to our mind, is as 
insipid in verse as in a woman's 
face. Warrative poems as a usual 
thing’ leave us cold. Dexterous, 
even graceful (as many of Robert 
Frost’s poems) embellishment of 
the commonplace has no ‘more ap- 
peal to our admiration than if the 
authors who write that sort of thing 
managed to inscribe the Lord's 
prayer on the head of a pin. We

OBJECT TO CODE.

present arguments for and against 
the measure. 

The last postponement in the 
hearing was made to afford those 
ebecting to provisions in the code a 
chance to present their opinions in 
writing. The time for filing such 
statements was up on February 1. 
Several communications were re- 
esived by the Council and will be 
given consideration. One of these 
was from the Building Owners’ and 
Managers’ Aasociation and the Los 
Angeles. Realty Board, being signed 
ty Dean Mason and F. W. Flint, Jr., 
for the former organization, and by 
Rowan and J. M. Best, for the 
latter.

ROM the outbreak of the war until the end of last October this 
country exported $112,285,745 of automobile trucks, $76,672,133 
of passenger cars and $37,745,739 of automobile parte (not in- 

cluding engines and tires,) a grand total of motor exports of $226,- 
703,617. This showing is by an industry that is actually less than 
twenty years old. 

In the year ended June 30, 1916, our exports of automobile parts, 
exclusive of tires and engines, amounted to $22,536,485, which was 
more than our exports of passenger cars and trucks together as re- 
cently as in 1912. In the last fiscal year exports of tires were $17,- 
936,227, and of gasoline automobile engines, $2,636,862, compared 
with $4,963,270 and $1,402,334, respectively, the preceding year. 

The startling growth of American automobile exports in the last 
six years is shown in the following table, the grand-total column in- 
cluding parts (except tires and engines,) as Well as motor vehicles 
(year’s end June:)

HIS is the best plan yet proposed for putting an end to auto- 

mobile stealing in Los Angeles, San Bernardino, Riverside and 

Orange counties. I am heartily in favor of it and will use 
whatever influence I may have in getting the four boards of Siutper- 
visors to meet and agree upon an ordinance making it possible to 
maintain the checking stations at the points suggested. 

With these seven checking stations constantly fn touch with 
the offices of the Sheriffs of the four counties it will be possible not 
only to capture automobile thieves who attempt to leave this part 
of the country, but other criminals as well. 

Suppose, for instance, a train has been held up, a stage stopped 
and its passengers robbed, a murder committed, or any one of an 
endless number of crimes reported, in which the guilty party or 
parties attempt to get away through one of the seven passes by 
means of an automobile. The men in charge of these stations 
would be notified at once, and as each would be a deputy sheriff 
he would have the power to stop the machine and arrest the occu- 
pants. 
Compareé with the value of the hundreds of automobiles stolen 
each year, which are driven out of the county and never recovered, 
the cost of maintaining these seven stations would be small, indeed. 

It’s a great echeme, and no time should be lost in securing the 
ordinances necessary to make the checking stations a reality. Syrely 
no one would object to stopping for a moment to have the motor 
number of his car noted, and the few who would object to this tri- 
fling inconvenience wouldn't be worthy of serious consideration. I 
am strong for the checking stations.

AUTOS CARRY MORE 
THAN RAILROADS. 


Automobiles are giving a greater 
the entire steam railroad system of 
the United States or all the urban 
and interurban electric roads, ac~ 
cording to Alfred Reeves, who re- 


cently addressed the hichwWay engi- 
neering meet held by the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science. 

In support of his statement, he 
quoted fieures showing that the 
steam railroads carried 1.062,000,000 
passengers in 1914, with little in- 
crease in 1916, an average distance 
of 33.6 miles, or a total of 35,2560,- 
000,000 passenger-miles, and earned 
a revenue of $700,400,000 on this 
service. By comparison, the 3,250,- 
000 passenger automobiles now reg- 
istered in this country, averaging 
5000 miles a year and three passen- 
per car, gave a service of 48,- 
60,000,000 passenrer-milea, worth 
$975,000,000 on the railroad basis of 
2 cents per mile, or $200,000,000 
more than the railroad passenger 
service. 

The street and electric railroads 
carricad 9,500,000,000 passengers in 
1912 (the latest vear for which om- 
cial figures were at hand.) The 
average distance traveled was four 
miles, making 2%,000,000,000 fassen- 
ger-miles. This prodticed a’ little 
more than $600,000,000, averaging 
11-8 cents a mile. At this tate of 
fare the automobiles rendered a 
service this year of $598,500,000, or 
$98,690,000 more than the street 
rallways. 
Mr. Reeves further seid that the 
260,000 commercial vehicles in the 
country, averaging fifty miles a day, 
half the distance with average load 
of two tons, give a total of 3,759,- 
000,000 ton-miles annually. Taking 
20 cents per ton-mile as a fair aver- 
age cost of hauling by horse-drawn 
vehicies on the public roads, this is 
worth $750,000,000 a year. . 

Thus the total passenger and 
freight service given by motor ve- 
hicles is worth $1,725.000,000 a year.

The Riker 
Electric Motor Company. of which 
he wee president developed the 
first toothed electric armature. 

It was ™m 1884 that Mr. Riker 
built his first self-propelled vehicle, 
an electric The following 
year saw a four-wheeled electric 
motor car of his desien running on 
the road. The earliest autofhobile 
rqad race held in America Was at 
Narragansett Park in September. 
1896. Both gasoline and electric 
cars, were entered. The first heat 
was won bv the Riker electric car 
with A. L. Riker tn the driver’s seaf. 
This car also made the best mile of 
the race, in two minutes and thir- 
teen seconds. At the end of the rac- 
ing, which continued for several 
days. the first prize was given to 
the Riker Electric Motor Company. 

RECEIVES MEDAL 


In 1900, the French government 
awarded Mr. Riker a medal} for 
merit in motor car design. 

In 1901 at the Lone Island speed 
trials, Mr. Riker. driving his elec- 
tric car. set up a mile record for 
sixty-three seconds. 
electrically-driven automobiles stood 
unbroken for ten years. 

In 1902. the Locomobile Company 
of America decided to manufacture 
gasoline cars. With the end tn 
view of obtaining for this new field 
of work the most expert and au- 
thoritative advice, the Lecomobile 
company selected Mr. Riker as vice- 
president and chief engineer. He de- 


signed the first four Locomobile and}
